1. The work of the Society continues to expand, 
both at home and abroad. The political, social, 
and religious movements in progress in foreign 
lands, and the fresh impulse given to Christian 
effort on the missionary field, must prepare the 
way for new and extensive demands upon us in 
this department of our labours. 

At home, the resupply of the country is still 
receiving earnest attention. So far as ascertained, 
and without including the distribution through 
other benevolent societies to which we have given 
large supplies of books, there have been visited 
since May, 1866, not less than 2,478,871 families. 
Of these, 223,138, or nearly one in ten, have been 
found destitute of the Scriptures, About 200,000 
families, representing a million of people, have 
been supplied, in addition to some 70,000 chil- 
dren and other individuals, and over 4,000 Sab- 
bath and secular schools. 

Important facilities have recently been secured 
for distributing the Scriptures in Utah, where our 
Agent has been kindly received and cordially 
aided, —

informed that there are some 60,000 or 70,000 of

2. The ordinary current receipts of the Society are 
not now sufficient to meet its obligations in the 
domestic and foreign fields; while its operations 
can be yet further extended, to keep pace with a 
larger liberality on the part of its friends. If the 
eratuitous contributions of the past year should be 
doubled this year, the Managers could judiciously 
expend every dollar in embracing the opportuni- 
ties and meeting the demands for Bible distribu- 
tion already before them. 

3. An erroneous impression seems to exist in some 
quarters that the Society is rich, and has ample _ 
invested funds. 
House, which was erected by the special contri- 
butions of friends in New York City, who made 
it a free gift to the Society; and this, with its 
manufacturing appliances, has become a valuable 
property. We cannot over-estimate the wise fore- 
thought and beneficence which have thus pro-—

and private individuals, many thousands of vol- 
umes. Its gratuitous work during the last fiscal 
year amounted to nearly $200,000.

Iraty—Rome.—At length the Bible is in free 
circulation in Rome. We have had intimations 
of this before; but we have now an official state- 
ment of the fact. The Rev. 8. B. Bergne, secre- 
tary of the British and Foreign Bible Society, 
writes under date of October 21 a letter, which 
was not received until too late for our last num- 
ber, containing the following : 

We are established in Rome. Six of our col- 
porteurs entered with the Italian army, and now 
we have secured a shop in the Corso for the pur- 
poses of a depot. The Bible freely offered under 


the shadow of St, Peter’s and the Vatican—what 


a change ! 

Besides the above, we have a particular account 
of this interesting incident in a letter from Mr, 
Thomas H. Bruce, the agent of the British and 
Foreign Bible Society, to Rev. Charles-Jackson, 
one of the secretaries in London, a copy of which 
was sent to us by the Rev. John Gemley, secretary 
of the Upper Canada Bible Society. This letter

Sours Amer1cA—Urua@vay.—A letter recently 
received from Mr, Milne at Monte Video shows a 
good work done in Uruguay.

Sourn AmertcA—Cait1.—Mr. D. M. Duncan, 
secretary of the Valparaiso Bible Society, reports 
725 Bibles, 6,086 Testaments, and twenty-three por- 
tions=6,784 volumes, sold in 1869, besides many 
portions given away. They were in various lan- 
guages—Spanish, English, German, French, Da- 
nish, Swedish, Welsh, Chinese, Irish, Greek, and 
Latin. Their efforts reach to 600,000 people, of . 
whom 200,000 are in Valparaiso and Chili, includ- 
ing near 9,000 sailors. Two colporteurs are em- 
ployed, who give all their time to the work ; these 
are sustained by the American Bible Society. 
The total sales of Holy Scriptures in Valparaiso 
during September amounted to 103, of which 
thirty-seven were in Spanish and fifty in English. 
We insert other cheering tidings from Valparaiso, 
in another place. 

CanaDA.—We have more good news from Can- 
ada. In a former number we stated the secession 
of more than a hundred persons from the Church 
of Rome. A letter forwarded to us by Col. Haul- 
tain, secretary of the French-Canadian Missionary 
Society, shows that this only indicates the way 
things are moying. It was written by a person 
who has a Bible stall at a small market town, on 
market days. It will be seen that the tendency 
is to send population to the United States, as it is 
rather dangerous for seceders from the Romish 
Church to remain in Canada. 


- West Inpres—Sana.—Very often the incidents 
coming to the knowledge of the Board, resulting 
from the distribution of Scriptures granted by 
them, are of a very tender and affecting char- 
acter. A letter recently received from the place 
named at the head of this paragraph illustrates 
this remark. It states that a mother and daugh- 
ter, with but one pair of spectacles between them, 
would read the Bible alternately, and that an 
aged couple who could not read sought for some 
one to come and unlock the sacred treasure for 
them. Such instances encourage us in the work 
we are doing. 


Cnrya—Suancuar.—A letter recently received 
from Rev. J. W. Farnham gives some interesting 
information on Bible affairs in China. Our weéll- — 
informed readers need not he told, that the Bible 
translated into the written or classical character. 
will never meet the wants of the Chinese peo- 
ple generally, Although that written language ° 
is used and understood throughout China, it is 
not the spoken language; the people in conversa- 
tion use only the colloquial of the several proy- 
inces; each province has its own dialect, in which 
the inbitanta converse; into several of these dia- 
lects the Scriptures, in whole or in J art, have been 
slation is still 
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going on. The Shanghai colloquial, of which 
Mr. Farnham speaks, is one of great importance, 
as one may see from his letter, extracts from which 
we insert elsewhere. This letter will no doubt be 
very acceptable to Mr. Farnham’s many friends in 
New Jersey, New York, and New England. We 
trust they will remember the great work we are 
called to do in this vast Chinese empire. Arrange- 
ments must be made to meet these demands.

Dr. T. S. Williamson a copy of the book of Num- 
bers in the Dakota language, with a request for 
its publication. The whole of the New Testa- 
ment, with Genesis, Exodus, the Psalms and Proy- 
erbs, have been already published. The reader 
will see from an article @ the Dakotas and the 
Bible, in another column, how these people value 
the Book of God. 


LIGHT IN THE ORIENT. 

Read what Eusebius (Rey. Dr. E. D. G. Prime) 
says in the New York Observer of Nov. 10, in an 
article under the above title on the Bible work at 
Constantinople. It deserves consideration. He is 
speaking of the importance of that famous city as 
a centre of commerce, political power, and relig- 
ious influence : 

The translation of the Scriptures into the lan- 
guages spoken in the East is still prosecuted by 


such experienced scholars and missionaries as Drs. 
Schauffler, Riggs, and Edwin E. Bliss, so that the 


people of every tongue may soon have the word of 


God in their own dialect. The Bible House, which 
is now occupying hired quarters and is under the 
direction of the American Bible Society, through 
their secretary for Turkey, Rey. Isaac G. Bliss, 
has the Holy Scriptures for sale and distribution— 
the whole Bible in Arabic, Armenian, Armeno- 
Turkish, Osmanlee-Turkish, Greco-Turkish, He- 
brew, Wallachian, Hungarian, Servian, Judeo- 
Spanish, English, French, German, Italian, Latin, 
Swedish, Portuguese, and Dutch. In addition, the 
New Testament is here furnished in Russian, Bul- 
garian, Albanian, Syriac, Slavic, Ancient Greek and 
Ancient Armenian, with the Gospels in Koordish— 
thirty languages in all. There have been issued 
from this depository, within the last twelve years, 
333,415 copies of the Scriptures, an average of 
27,768 a year. Of the whole number of copies dis- 
posed of, less than 6,000 have been given away, 
almost the entire number having been purchased, 
for which the sum of $82,876 has been received, 
thus perpetuating the distribution. 
The lighthouse of Turkey is yet to be erected in 
Stamboul itself. The fund which was raised a 
few years since for building a Bible House has 
been accumulating, but not used, owing to the 
impossibility of obtaining permission from the 
government to build on the admirable site pur- 
chased at the time. But that permission has at 
length been accorded, and the work should now be 
carried forward to completion without any delay.

LETTER TO COL. F. W. HAULTAIN. 
JOLIETTE, 30th Sept., 1870. 


Iam happy to be able to tell you that the time 
I have spent at my Bible stall in the market has 
not been altogether lost. A family, consisting of 
father, mother, and eleven children, have come to 
the knowledge of the Gospel by means of the books 
which I commenced giving him some four years 
ago. Every time he came to the market, he came 
to see me, and to tell me how much he liked the 
books, when I used to urge him to seek the truth. 

This man is very intelligent, and his wife well 
instructed, having passed eight years in a convent. 
Each time he came to me he seemed to progress in 
spiritual knowledge. One day he said to me, “Do 
you know, sir, that since we have been reading 
your books and the New Testament, we have be- 
come bad Catholics, not believing much of our 
religion, which we saw is contrary to the word 
of God. For about a year my wife has been very 
anxious to have a Bible, in order to know all the 
truth.” I readily lent him one. He continued 
to come and see me, and asked explanations of 
various passages of Scripture, and finally he and 
his family ceased to attend the confessional, not- 
withstanding tha\t the priest publicly denounced 
him. He wished me to visit his family, but was 
afraid of haying his building burnt down, saying 
that it was difficult to live in Canada when a man 
is brought to embrace the truth. He said he had 
begun seriously to think of selling off, and going 
with his family to the United States. Last Satur- 
day he told me he had sold everything and would 
leave very soon. I went to see them on Tuesday, 
and cannot express what happiness I felt at seeing 
so numerous a family so attached to the Gospel. 
The wife repeatedly said, during my visit, “TI 
would not haye lost this evening for a great deal ; 
it does me much good to hear about the true Gos- 
pel.” It was near break of day when we retired 
to rest. When'l left them they said they would 
never forget the happy moments we had passed

THE DAKOTAS AND THE BIBLE, 

Hota Grey, while a girl, sometimes attended the 
mission school at Lac-qui-Parle, but not enough to 
learn to read. Her father and father’s father were 
conjurors or medicine-men of note among their 
people, and her older sister follows the same pro- 
fession. She saw that civilization is better than 
savageism, and so sent her children to school that — 
they might live like white people, though not 
wishing to become a Christian herself. She and 
her husband were industrious, and in August, 
1862, were living in a brick house, and few of the | 
Indians or frontier white settlers lived more com- 
fortably. Though not unfriendly to the whites, — 


| he was by the hostile Indians forced into the bat-— 


tle of Wood Lake and there lost his life. She 
with her mother, nearly seventy years old, and 
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four children, the elder a girl of thirteen and the 
next a boy of ten, fled, abandoning everything 
except what they could carry on their backs and 
pack on one or two horses. Next summer Gen. 
Sibley’s army surprised the camp in which they 
and many other Dakotas ‘were, and as they were 
near being surrounded they threw away every- 
thing and fled for their lives. The cavalry chased 
them so far in the night that it was near morning 
before they got back to camp. Yet at the immi- 
nent risk of their lives the Dakotas, concealed by 
a fog, returned so near to the camp that they 
could hear the soldiers talking, and gathered up 
the most valuable part of what they had thrown 
away. A few days later Gen. Sibley’s army chased 
them to the Missouri River, which they swam, 
carrying what little property they retained on 
hastily-constructed rafts, 

In the spring of 1865, haying heard that they 
might return near to their former country without 
danger of being killed by the Big Knives, and 
that I would take the oldest boy (who had been 
in my family some time before the war) and have 
him taught English, they started to return before 
the snow had disappeared. Their horses had 
been sold for food; it was necessary to traverse a 
bleak prairie for hundreds of miles, in which there 
were no houses or camps where food might be 
obtained, so it was necessary to walk all the way, 
carrying not only their clothes, bedding, and cook- 
ing utensils, but food for the journey except what 
they might pick up by the way in roots and eggs 
of wild fowl, Yet they did not cast away their 
books; they walked on wearily, and often very 
hungry, for more than a month before they arrived 
among friendly Dakotas -who could give them 
some assistance. When shortly after I visited her 
tent to get the boy, she showed me her hymn-book 
and Testament, which, though she could not read 
them, she had carried and kept dry, in all her 
wandering of thousands of miles, during nearly 
three years since she had been driven trom her 
home. I mention this that you may know that 
the Dakotas highly value the Holy Scriptures 
which you publish forthem. Even at the time of 
her return she did not profess to be a Christian; 
but since that time, herself, mother, and eldest 
daughter have been received into the communion 
of the church at Drywood Lake, where they now 
reside.

THE BIBLE IN ROME, 


MR, BRUCE’S LETTER TO MR. JACKSON. 
RomE, September 22, 1870. 

My Dear Sir :—It is with no small thankfulness 
and gratitude to the good Lord that I am able to an- 
nounce to the Committee that at last the Bible is in 
Rome, and that four if not six, of their colporteurs 
are in this city. Having marched with the soldiers 
from beyond the frontier, they entered with a por- 
tion of them on Tuesday, soon after a breach had 
been made in the walls by General Cadorna, The 
first to get in—and he was determined to be the 
first—was Farandini, who was exiled in 1860, and 
who was keen to see his parents once more, and to 
carry the Bible back with him to his native city, I 
have not seen all the men yet, but expect to do so 
this evening. 

It is premature to say what reception the Scrip- 
tures may receive from those to whom it is offered 


for the first time, but from the little I saw when 
with one of the colporteurs at Viterbo, Corneto, and 
Civita Vecchia, the prominent feeling in the minds 
of the people is disgust at all that is “sacra.’’? Such 
prejudice, such confounding of the false with the 
true, will, I trust, soon give way to feelings and 
views that are wiser,and more enlightened. 

As you may suppose, this city is inya state of 
great excitement. It is exactly ten years, this very 
day, since the Bible was openly offered to the Nea- 
politans, in the city of Naples, Excuse these hur- 
ried lines, and believe me,

URUGUAY. 
FROM MR, ANDREW M. MILNE. 
MonTE Video B. Qg DEL UruGuay, Oct. 15, 1870. 

The total number of books here reported for the 
months of August and September, including also those 
disposed of by G. Schmidt, is 524. 

The national exposition, to be held at Cordova, 
has been again postponed. The date now fixed for 
opening is March 1, 1871. It is not probable that 
it will be put off again, unless the civil war in the 
Argentine Republic assume a more serious aspect. 

Business is and has for a long time been quite 
paralyzed, through political disturbances. Yet it 
is wonderful how readily they still purchase the 
Scriptures. On account of the trying circumstances 
I have of late, on many occasions, given the books 
at even lower prices than formerly. _Sometimes I 
receive the last cent the purchaser has in the house, 
and sometimes I sell on credit and go back for the 
money. 

A few weeks ago we gave the natives an oppor- 
tunity to show their appreciation of the Bible work, 
when, at the close of an address on the infallibility 
of the Pope, and without any pressing appeal, we 
gathered up, together with what was handed after, 
$71 46, gold. This, to the best of my knowledge, 
is the first collection for the Bible cause ever made 
from the natives of the Rio de la Plata. Indeed, I 
may say I am sure it is, for the idea of such a thing 
would not have been tolerated when I began the 
Bible work here, only afew yearsago. A greatdeal 
of the money which comes into the treasury of the 
American Bible Society has a value which this has 
not, inasmuch as in many eases it is the fruit of 
much self-denial, and is accompanied by many earn- 
est prayers. Yet this money has also its peculiar 
value. It is the firstfruits of the Bible work in this 
field, which again is the fruit of the giving and 
praying in the United States. 

Notwithstanding the many dark clouds hanging 
around, indications are not wanting to show that the 
Lord has mercy in store for this country. Men are 
becoming willing to listen to the truth, and feel in- 
terested in it. In the course of a month I speak to 
many hundreds on the subject of salvation, Fre- 
quently some one at the opening of the subject tries 
to mock and make jest of these things. I find, how- 
ever, that they quail before the invisible power 
which accompanies the simple utterance of some ap- 
propriate text of Scripture.

VALPARAISO. 
THE COLPORTEUR’S EXPERIENCE. 


The work in Valparaiso shows a far better suc- 
cess in saies of the Scripture than that which we re- 
cord about Santiago. Here the people have more 
information, their prejudices are not so strong, 
and generally the field is less refractory. 

Very considerable distribution is effected also 
among the crews of the ships in the harbour; 
there are captains who favour the efforts of the col- 
porteur, and materially contribute to his success. 
Some captains there are who volunteer to advance 
all the money their seamen wish to expend in 
the purchase of our volumes; the number of such 
captains seems to be on the increase. 

The colporteur has not a little to encourage 
him in visiting seamen in the hospitals; not only 
has he opportunities to converse and pray with 
them singly, but also for gathering them some- 
times to the number of ten or twelve in one of the 
wards for reading, exhortation, and prayer. In the 
English, American, and French hospitals, he is 
allowed the freest access, and every facility is af- 
forded for his intercourse with the patients. 

This is in strong contrast with the state of things 
once prevailing, when sectarian feeling strove, only 
too successfully, to lay its shibboleths on the thresh- 
old and bar out our messenger. But all that is 
at an end, and a welcome awaits him as often as he 
is able to come. In the French hospital three French 
seamen haye been brought, by reading our pub- 
lications and the New Testament, to accept the 
knowledge of Christ. 
effort to offer religious reading to the foreigners in 
the city prison. Some priestly interference has 

_ sought to hinder the offer being made to the native 
prisoners: “Ye enter not in yourselves, and them 
that are entering ye hinder,” said our Lord to 
such persons when He was on earth. 

On board of the Magnolia, four Bibles afd eight 
other volumes were purchased by some young men. 

On board of the , the captain is desirous 
that every man should have his Bible; the crew 
almost always purchase something. 

A native had ordered a Bible; it was taken to 
his house, but he had been dissuaded, and would 
only buy one with notes. 

A man who bought a Spanish Bible five months 
ago was anxious to sellit back again at half the 
price it cost him. 

A respectable Chilian said that his eldest daugh- 
ter sits up after the rest of the family have retired, 
till midnight, reading our books. , 

_A shoemaker who bought a Spanish Testament 
‘a fortnight ago, would like to sell it back for less 
than it cost him. These are the cases that dis- 
hearten; he said the priests are right, because they 
are appointed by God. This official religion is 
‘that which misleads so many, not agitating the 
question: What is truth? but, Where are the men

FROM REY. J. M. W. FARNHAM, 


SHANGHAI, October 12th, 1870. 
I have taken a deep interest in giving the 
Of course 
a great work has been done by Messrs, Culbertson 
and Bridgman. But the Bible they have pro- 
duced, though very useful for the class who can 


read it, is to the masses of the people a sealed 
book, being about as intelligible as Latin and 
French Bibles would be in America, 


The Gospels 
and Acts of the New Testament had been trans- 


lated into the colloquial before I reached China 


in 1860, also Genesis and Hrodus. At the time 
alluded to above, we succeeded in getting Romans 
and First and Second Corinthians through the press. 
I have been working at it from time to time as I 
had opportunity, and have got out a small edition 
of Galatians to Revelation. I sent you by this 
mail acopy. As to the importance of giving a 
people the Bible in their own dialect I need say 
nothing. As to the extent and importance of 
this dialect I beg to refer you to an article in the 
Princeton Review for January, 1870, page 151. 
In this article it is shown that there must have 
been, previous to the Rebellion, about “6,000,000 
of people properly belonging to the range of the 
Shanghai dialect.” “And though the population 
has been greatly reduced, still that was the 
normal state of the country where this dialect is 
spoken.” In the latest work at hand, Greece, 
Portugal, Denmark, Sweden, and Norway, are put 
down as containing about half this population, 
and the Sandwich Islands (120,000) not a tenth. 
It is for this people, inhabiting a country of great 
wealth and commercial importance, that I ask for 
the Scriptures in their own tongue. A few, thanks 
to the grace of God, have learned something of 
the preciousness of the donation I ask you to 
make them. I have been permitted to see the 
church increased, since I came here, from one 
member to sixty-seven. Five of these are em- | 
ployed by the American Bible Society in distribu- 
ting the Bible, and seeking to interest their people 
in its precious truths. Mr. Wherry, who has had 
charge of them the past year, will no doubt send — 
you a report. I am to superintend them. this 
year, and hope to be able to establish some Bible 
depositories in two or three great and important

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and printed. If a very small edition, of even 500, 
could be authorized, it would meet our present 


exigencies. They are mostly needed for the schol- 
ars in our schools and our church members. This 
will give us time for revision, before a large and 
expensive edition is brought out. 

If I return home after completing it, as I may, 
perbaps you could print an edition at the Bible 
House. 

But all that by-and-by. What can you do 
now? These poor people cannot plead their own 
cause, but on their behalf, I beg that you will, if 
it be possible, grant, say $1,000, for a small edition 
of such parts of the Bible as I have designated 
above.

RECENT INTELLIGENCE FROM OUR AGENTS, 

ARKANSAS.—In the southern portion of this State a 
number of auxiliaries were visited during the month 
of October, and some new organizations were effected. 
The Rey. Dr. Hunter, by whom this work was per- 
formed, says: 

The Bright Star Bible Society, recently formed, is to 
supply a section of country where the States of Texas, 
Arkansas, and Louisiana meet. I found there a most 
interesting population, which entered into the organiza- 
tion with spirit, and I have no doubt this will prove one 
of our most efficient auxiliaries in Southern Arkansas. 
Most of the auxiliaries visited are in a healthy condition, 
some of them being earnestly engaged in the work of 
Bible distribution. He adds: I consider the whole field 
in a good condition, while the American Bible Society 
has a firmer hold than eyer upon the affections of the 
people. 

Kentuckxy.—Rey. Dr. Geo. 8. Savage sends us a very 
encouraging report for the month of October, which 
exceeds in its results any heretofore received from him. 
“To God,” he exclaims, “be all the praise.” We find 
that 5,189 families have been visited, of which 1;284 were 
without the Scriptures, and of these 735 received copies. 
Dr. Savage’s personal labours are summed up as follows: 
Bible societies visited, nine; anniversaries attended, 
four; Bible sermons and addresses delivered, twelve; 
official letters and documents issued, over 200; and the 
distance travelled, not far from 1,000 miles. His remit- 
tances to the Parent Society were $750 62. “‘Much seed 
has been sown. May it be watered from on high and 
bring forth abundant fruit!” are the closing words of 
the report. 

Micuican.—A very encouraging report is received 
from Rey. John Hinton, By it we find that-during the 
month of October no less than $1,221 17 were collected, 
through his earnest personal efforts, all of which was 
forwarded to the Parent Society. The distance trav- 
elled by Mr. Hinton on official duty was 1,406 miles; he 
visited ten Bible societies; attended six anniversaries ; 
delivered thirteen Bible sermons and addresses; and 
issued nearly 400 letters and printed documents in be- 
half of the Cause; 618 families were visited, and nine- 
teen supplied with the Scriptures out of twenty-five 
found destitute. 

Minnesora.—A great portion of the month of Octo- 
ber was devoted by Rev. M. N. Adams, in this State, to 
work in Brown, Renyille, Redwood, Lac-qui-Parle, and 
Chippewa Counties, on the Upper Minnesota River, a 
section of the State which is rapidly settling and im- 
proving. Hence, prompt action is called for in organ- 
izing Bible work in these counties. “I had the pleas- 
ure,” writes Mr, Adams, “of addressing the pioneer 


settlers at Montevideo, Chippewa County, and assisting 
them in organizing an auxiliary society, almost precisely 
on the ground where, twenty years ago, the heathen 
raged and fought. At that time I was called to assist 
in burying a Dakota who had fallen a victim to the 
savage Chippewa warriors. That was a dark day in that 
dark corner of our Jand, in contrast with the scene of 
October 19, 1870, at the Bible meeting.” 

At Lac-qui-Parle a Bible committee was formed, and 
branch societies were organized at Yellow Medicine and 
Home Township, provision being made for supplying 
these new and interesting fields with the Scriptures. 
“@anvassing daily as I went and returned,” says our 
Agent, “I usually held a public meeting in the even- 
ings of the week, besides two on each Sabbath. About 
one-eighth of the families visited were found destitute, 
except among the Welsh people, who generally devote 
the holidays to the work of supplying the destitute and 
soliciting funds for the Bible cause.” 


Missourt.—From this important field Rey. Edmund 
Wright sends us these cheering words: 

However the various ecclesiastical bodies may differ 
on minor points, I found them a unit touching the Bible 
work, and was glad to be assured of a most hearty co- 
operation. No one day of the month was so full of 
interest to me as when I met one of our auxiliaries in 
its annual meeting on a week-day, The morning was 
given to a discussion of the Bible cause, and the after- 
noon to the consideration of missionary topics, each ses- 
sion closing with a liberal collection. Eight addresses 
were delivered, only one of which was in English. The 
people filled the church and rested as if it were the Sab- 
bath. Hard as the times are, I was recently encouraged 
by a donation of $25 to the American Bible Society from 
asmall, but model, Sunday school. 

Mr. Wright remitted to the Parent Society, during the 
month of October, not far from $1,000. 

NEBRASKA AND COLORADO.—Rey. Wm. M‘Candlish 
writes as follows from Omaha, Nebraska, his place of 
residence: 


In safety, through the goodness of God, I haye 
returned from my tour through Colorado and Wyo- 
ming. Altogether, it was pleasant and prosperous. 
Every county in Colorado where there is a Bible 
organization was visited, excepting one, which for sufli- 
cient reasons was omitted. During the month of Octo- 
ber, one county in Wyoming and one in Nebraska were 
also visited. At Canon City, Colorado, was held the 
anniversary of Fremont County Bible Society, which is* 
in a very satisfactory condition, having paid its indebt- 
edness to the Parent Society. A Sabbath was spent at 
Pueblo, where the first anniversary of the society at 
that point was celebrated. The occasion was a pleasant 
and encouraging one, and resulted in freeing this soci- 
ety also from debt. An encouraging collection was 
taken at a Bible meeting in Colorado City. At Boulder 
Ispent my last Sabbath in Colorado, The efforts of the 
society there to discharge its indebtedness are trul 
cheering, and I shall watch with interest for its success. 
Boulder Valley is the boast of Colorado for agriculture, 
and the scenery is both beautiful and grand.) There the 
snow upon the mountain-tops is visible every month in 
the year, while a limpid stream irrigates the farms and 
furnishes abundant mill-power. My visit to Cheyenne, 
Wyoming Territory, was by far the most encouraging 
ever made to that point. A meeting was held on the 
Sabbath, which was well attended and very successful. 
Each of the four churches in the place was largely repre- 
sented, and a unity of feeling and interest in the Bible 
cause thus evinced. . 


Mr. M‘Candlish expresses his obligations to the Colo- 
rado stage company, and to the Denver Pacific railroad 
company, for a reduction of one-half of his fare. He 
also mentions with pleasure, that his remittances to the 
Parent Society for the month of October were $500, 
against $250 for the same period last year. —

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Early in the month of October I’visited, by invitation, 
the auxiliary society in Milford, Mass., which I found in 
a moderately active condition. I learned that the pres- 
ident, Mr. Peter Rockwood, after he was eighty years 
of age, visited personally every family in the town for 
the purpose of Scripture distribution. In the town of 
Elliot, Me., a Bible committee was organized, which has 
undertaken the same work within its limits. At Lewis- 
ton, Me., the Androscoggin County Bible Society was 
reorganized, and I learn that it is making arrangements 
to employ a county agent. The same is true of Somer- 
set County Bible Society, centering at Skowhegan. 

New Hamesnrere.—We have the following from Rey. 
Isaac Willey: 

All the societies auxiliary to the State organization 
haye held their annual meetings, which have been at- 
tended by many prominent friends of the Cause. 

He says also: - 

We seldom get together and talk over the value of 
the Sacred Scriptures, and gather up, as far as we are 
able, the results of its influence, without having our 
hearts strangely warmed and moved, and our faith 
strengthened. Our meetings during the past year have 
been, on the whole, of unusual interest, and give hope 
that more is to be done for the Bible cause. 

New Yorxr.—Rey. M. W. Staples, of Eastern New 
York, informs us that the Madison County Bible Society 
had a very spirited anniversary. Its receipts for the 
year were $1,235 84, which is more than double those of 
the preceding year, while the society has pledged itself 
to increase the amount the coming year to at least 
$1,500. The canvass of this county has just been com- 
pleted; and out of 7,929 families visited, 565 were des- 
titute of the word of God. The anniversary of Schenec- 
tady County was also an interesting occasion, and it 
was resolved that greater progress should mark its 
future operations. Otsego County had the best meet- 
ing it ever held, and its receipts were very largely in 
advance of former years. Hamilton and Fulton, though 
doing well, has fixed upon a higher mark. Herkimer 
County has caught the spirit, and it too has determined 
upon greater success. The Hudson Female Bible Soci- 
ety is still prosecuting the good work of supplying the 
poor with the Bible. Columbia County has increased 
about $500 on the previous year. @ 

We learn from the report of Rev. J. B. Richardson, of 
Western New York, that the annual meeting of the 
West Steuben Bible Society was held in Hornellsville 
on the 6th of October, at which a detailed. report was 
presented of a recent thorough canvass of the territory 
by Mr. Z. Whittlesey. We are also informed that the 
Genesee Conference of the Methodist Episcopal Church 
in session at Warsaw, Wyoming County, heJd a very 
interesting Bible anniversary on the 9th of October, 
which was largely attended. Reference is made to an 
exceedingly interesting union convention of evangelical 
churches in Chatauqua County, held at Westfield, where 
an opportunity was afforded for conferring with pastors 
and other friends of the Bible cause, and for securing 
for it a prominent place in the series of topics selected 
for consideration, from which good practical results are 
anticipated. ‘ , 


Oxn10.—We take the statistics below from the report 
of Rey. C. 8. Martindale, of Northern Ohio, for the 
month of October, showing his personal labours: 

Thirteen Bible societies have been visited ; seven anni- 
versaries attended; one new society organized; twenty: 
Bible sermons and addresses delivered ; 3,363 letters and 


documents issued ; 2,504 miles travelled on official duty; | 
and the sum of $609 64 collected. The amount sent by | 


him to our Treasurer is $1,413 84. Under the head of 
Bible distribution, 2,268 families are reported as having 


been visited; of these, eighty-seven were destitute, of | 


which seventy-eight were supplied; 188 persons and 
four Sabbath schools were also supplied. 

The Rey. W: Herr, in Southern Ohio, gave his atten- 
tion, during the month of October, to the following 
Bible societies: Belmont, Athens, Muskingum, and Gal- 
lia Counties, Loveland and Vicinity, and Buckskin Val- 
ley. This is Mr. Herr’s first visit to Belmont County, 
of which he speaks yery encouragingly. Many staunch 
and warm friends of the Cause are co-operating with 
this auxiliary, and the canvass of its field is in course of 
completion, The aspect of the work in Athens County 
is also favourable. In Muskingum County an agent has 
just entered the field, whose beginning gives promise 
of good results; while Gallia County has resolved that 
an agent be employed for its territory. Loveland and 
Vicinity is a growing society, and Buckskin Valley is 
active and doing a good work. 


Orncon.—A tour through the southern part of this 
field has recently been accomplished by the Rey. J. D. 
Driver. Many points of importance were visited, where 
much earnest labour was bestowed and an impetus 
given to the work. 

Jackson County Bible Society [says Mr. Driver] will 
make a thorough canvass ere long. The Linn County 
society has, I think, completed its canvass. This is one 
of the most populous counties in the State. We are 
trying to meet, as far as practicable, the wants of the 
Chinese. There are places where these people meet 
two or three times a week, and are taught by the volun- 
tary labour of Christian friends. Opportunities are thus 
opened for furnishing them with the word of God. 
Many of them can read and write in our language. 

SoutH Carorina.—Rey. E. A. Bolles has attended 
several anniversaries of Bible societies in this State. 
Of Lexington County Society, he says, its anniversary 
was held at Lexington Court House, and was an occa- 
sion of nosmallinterest. Its report showed that several 
hundred copies of the word of God had been distributed 
within its bounds. At the annual meeting of Spartan- 
burg Bible Society, addresses were made by the pastor 
of the Baptist Church of that place and by Mr. Bolles. 
This society has done a good work within the past year, 
and continues to supply freedmen and others who are 
destitute of the Scriptures. The society at Reidyille 
reports a considerable circulation during the year, and 
the Union County Society has also been actively en- 
gaged. 

TENNESSEE (HASTERN AND Mipp1z).—Rey. C. H. Wiley 
writes : PEE 

I am able to say that the general view of Bible work 
within my field continues to improve. It is to me a 
source of devout gratitude to mark at the end of each 
month a decided progress. While there has been an 
increasing stringency in the money market, our Cause, 
in all its moral aspects, is continually brightening. The 
object of the American Bible Society is becoming bet- 
ter understood and appreciated, and our foundations 
are constantly widening, while the Cause is embracing 
new elements of society. Nearly every county in the 
agency has been visited, and the public mind is daily 
advancing in the knowledge essential to a regular, per- 
yading, and prosperous-system of Bible work.

Rey. Dr. Ormiston read the 19th Psalm and 
offered prayer. 

Four new auxiliaries were recognised, one in 
each of the States of Michigan, Tennessee, } North 
Carolina, and Texas. 

Communications had been received from Mr. 
Andrew M. Milne, Monte Video, with encouraging 
statements as to the work on his field; from Rey. 
I. G. Bliss, stating his arrival at Trieste, on his 
return to his station at Constantinople, and in 
reference to printing the Scriptures in the Azer- 
bijan or Tartar-Turkish, the Koordish, and the 
Chaldean languages; from Col. J. W. Haultain, 
Montreal, as to the work of the French Cana- 
dian Missionary Society, and effects of Bible dis- 
tribution among the French Canadians; from Rev. 
Dr. T. S. Williamson, St. Peter, in regard to print- 
ing the book of Numbers in Dakota; from Rey. 
S. B. Bergne, London, in regard to the entrance 
of the Bible into Rome, the labours of the British 
and Foreign Bible Society among the French and 
German soldiers, and announcing the illness of 
Rey. Dr. Phillips, senior District Secretary of that 
Society, who has since deceased; from Rey. J. M. 
W. Farnham, in regard to reprinting portions of 
the Old Testament and of the New, in the Shang- 
hai colloquial; and from Dr. George H. Brown, 
with interesting facts connected with the distri- 
bution of the Scriptures at Saba, W. L. 

Grants of books were made to the New England 
Missionary Society Friends, in Washington, D.C.; 
to the Presbyterian Committee of Home Missions; 
to Military Post Library Association, N. Y.; to 
the American Seamen’s Friend Society; and for 
Chinamen at North Adams; with many others of 
smaller amount. The whole number of yolumes 
granted is 4,531, besides $100 to the Hawaiian’ 
Evangelical Association ; and $2,000 were appro- 
priated for the employment of Bible distributers 
among the Chinamen on the Pacific coast. 

A memorial was adopted in reference to the 
decease of Gen. William Williams, late a Vice 
President of the Society. 

The receipts for November were $58,815 33; 
the issues, 73,971 volumes.

REV. THOMAS PHILLIPS, D.D. 

Very many of our readers will with us regret to 
hear of the decease of Dr. Phillips. They will 
recollect his visit to our country as a delegate from 
the British and Foreign Bible Society, to the Ju- 
bilee of the American Bible Society, his excellent 
address at the meeting, and his useful labours in 
the country, especially among his countrymen, the 
Welsh. He was a man highly esteemed at home 
as he was appreciated abroad. The secretary of 
the British and Foreign Bible Society thus speaks 
of him in a letter dated London, Oct. 1, 1870: 

You will, I am sure, be sorry to hear that Dr. 
Phillips, who was one of our deputation on the 
occasion of your Jubilee, is in a state which searcely 
gives any hopes of his recovery. His loss will be 
a severe one to us, as he has devoted himself so 
unsparingly and so successfully to the work of the 
society in Wales. He lived for the society. It 
has been his one thought in everything. It is 
extremely difficult to fill such gaps. 

Only a few days after we received the letter 
containing the foregoing passage, we found the 
following in the New York Observer: 

Rey. Thomas Phillips, D.D., senior district sec- 
retary of the British and Foreign Bible Society, 
rested from his labours at one o’clock, P. M., on 
Friday, the 28th of October, 1870, at Aylestone 
Hill, Hereford, in the sixty-fifth year of his age. 

So the good and the useful are called from 
labour in the vineyard to rest in the heavenly 
mansions.
